Washington, November 18.—(Special.)— 
When President Roosevelt returns to 
Washington from his tramp through the 
Mississippi jungles: after bear, he will 
find some interesting correspondence 
awaiting him in connection with the ap- 
pointment of a negro as collector of the 
port of Charleston.

The president wrote to several of his 
personal friends in Charleston, who join- 
ed in the protest against Dr. Crum, and 
asked them to give him some specific rea- 
son why Dr. Crum should not be ap- 
pointed.

New Orleans, November 18.—The salary 
of the president of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor was this afternoon in- 
creased from $2,100 per annum to $3,000, 
and the salary of the secretary from $1,800 
to $2,500. 

The increases were voted” after a long 
debate, in which fully thirty delegates 
participated, The original resolution pre- 
sented by Delegate Burger, of Milwaukee, 
provided chat tney should be $4,000 and $2,- 
400, respectively. The committee to which 
the matter was referred reported in favor 
of increasing the salary of the president 
to $2,400 and that of the gecretary to 
$2,100: , 

The president’s salary was first consid- 
ered. Delegate Burger ufged that the re- 
port. of the committee be not concurred 
in and that the amount be fixed at $4,000, 

Charles Sherman, of the Metal Workers, 
made a strong speech urging the same 
thing. Max Hayes, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
offered an amendmént fixing the presi- 
dent’s salary at $3,000. This was accept- 
able to. Mr. Burger and it was carried 
by a vote of 92 to 58. 

Delegate Furuseth,. of the Seamen’s 
Unfon; who had vigorously opposed any 
increase beyond $2,400, declared that the 
proceeding was out of order, as it re- 
quired a two-thirds vote to change any 
part of the constitution of the federation. 
Vice President Duncan, who was presid- 
ing in the absence of President Gompers. 
ruled him out of order and declared the 
vote regular.

county in the legislature heard the final 
arguments for and against the adoption 
of the proposed new city charter prepared 
by the citizens’ committee of forty-nine. 
The hearing was had in the council cham- 
ber and was largely attended by members 
ef council and the charter revision com- 
mittee. A number of speeches on both 
sides of the question were made. 

At the conclusion of the argument, Sen- 
ator Clark Howell, president of the sen- 
ate, who presided, announced that the 
representatives in the two branches of the 

general assembly would give the matter 

¢heir earnest consideration and would be 
able to take the necessary action within 
ga short time. 

An interesting feature of the hearing 
was the attack made on Judge George 
Hillyer, chairman of the charter revsion 
committee, by Councilman Hill, who de- 
cared that Judge Hillyer, in 1885, was in 
favor of selling the water works system, 
He asserted he did not know what was 
behind the creation of the new charter 
and intimated that Judge Hillyer had 
aspirations for congressional honors. 

In presenting the final argument, Judge 
Hillyer said the attack On him had been 
ynjust, but he bore no ill will toward 
the gentleman who made the remarks. 
He stated that at the time referred to 
there seemed a general Impression that 

the water works should be disposed of, 
put after investigation it was decided not, 

‘to take such a step and he had always 

been opposed to selling the plant ever 

since. 

During the meeting Captain James W. 
English, chairman of the board of police 
commissioners, took occasion to answer 
those who criticised the police depart- 
ment and the board. Among those who 
discussed the charter were Joel Hurt, 
&. W: Martin, Alderman Longino, Charles 
A. Barrett, Councilman Key, Captain W. 
D. Bilis, Judge Hillyer, Aldefman Wonad- | 
ward, Councilman Hill and Councilman 
Kontz. 

Councilman Key Speaks. 
Alderman Longino was elected chair- 
man of the council meeting and, upon 
motion of Councilman Hill, ‘the members 
of Fulton's delegation in the legislature 

were invited to seats on the platform and 
waike Clark Howell, of the thirty-fifth 
district, was elected to preside during the 
hearing. Messrs. John M. Slaton, C. C. 
Houston and R. B. Blackburn occupied 
chairs near him. 

Mr. Howell explained the object of the 
meeting. Councilman Key was the first 
speaker. He said the present chartes 
was a good one and he could see no rea- 
son .or wanting to change it. He was of 
the opinion that action should not be 
taken. but that a new charter, if one 
was really wanted, shduld be left to the 
future. Mr. Key asserted that the senti- 
ment of a good many citizens was over- 
whelmingly opposed to ‘the charter re- 
ported by the committee of forty-nine. He 
did not believe there were one hundred 
men in the whole city outside the mem- 
bership of the committee who had given 
much attention to the supposed necessity 
for a revision of the charter. 

“This charter movement,” said he, 
“does not deserve success. I don’t know 
who or what inspired it.. The thing evi- 
dently came up away back there when 
there was a factional fight on over the 
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we have been 
resolution calling for the revision of the 
charter was written by Judge Hjliyer and 
introduced by Councilman Adams at the 
heel of the session of council and it was 
adopted without ever having been re- 
ferred to a committee to be thoroughly 
investigated.» I have been told by mem- 
bers who voted for that resolution that 
had they kAown just what it meant, they 
would not have favored it. 
_ Authority Exceeded. 

“This committee has exceeded its au- 
thority, They have sought to make 
changes that were never contemplated. I 
Oppose the adoption of — that proposed 
charter at thfs-time because the charter 
revision committee has failed in its work. 
The thing that was uppermost in my 
mind was the extension of the city’s limits 


enjoying the benefits of the city. but do 
not bear the burden that otners bear. It Is 
strange that those who opposed the exten- 
sion admitted that the question would 
come up in future for settlement. “ 

“If we revise the charter at this time 
the people will be very loath to agree 
to a revision in the future, and for that 
reason no new territory will be taken 
for many years. They have’ not pro- 
vided for the election of the members of 
the city government that were nominated 
at the recent municipal primary. They 
have not been taken care of in the pro- 
posed new charter. At present we have 
primaries that are models in their way 
and .a system has been. worked out. that 
has solved the question of fair elections 
in the county and city. Why not leave it 
as it is? . 

“I am. opposed to the board plan. I am 
for retrenchment along that line. The 
people that have taken an interest in 
these matters and who have made in- 
vestigations are practically of one mind 
that the board system in municipal gov- 
ernment is unnecessary—a fraud. 

“They have not made a new charter, 
because they have. declared that all 
provisions of the old charter not in con- 
flict with the provisions of the proposed 
new charter shall still remain of force. 
Why did they not discard the old char- 
ter and give us a brand new one?” 

Councilman Hill Talks. 

Councilman Hill began by saying he in- 
Gorsed everything said by Mr. Key and 
yet he did not care to be considered as 
antagonistic to the gentlemen who pre- 
pared the proposed new charter. There 
must, he said, have been a motive for 
it. Mr. Hill stated he held in his hand 
the original resolution calling for the 
appointment of the charter revision com- 
mittee and while he did not know what 
had inspired it, yet he knew who dictated 
the resolution. The paper, he declared, 
was never referred to a committee of 
council for investigation before its adop- 
tion, and he ventured to say very few 
had any idea what it really meant at the 
time. 

“Judge Hillyer talked to you of patri- 
otism,”” declared the councilman from 
the seventh ward, “‘but he did not tel! 
you how patriotic he was in 1885, when 
he wanted to sell the water works. He 
signed the resolution to advertise to sell 
the plant. He was mayor then. Talk 
about patriotism! Last year he was op- 
posed to the idea. He was then chair- 
man of the water board. We think that 
patriotism is something more than mere 
verbiage. I admit that a more honest 
or honorable gentleman than Judge Hill- 
yer does not exist in the city of Atlanta, 
But [ am only telling you what is of 
record in the paper of that period. He 
says he is getting too old to want polit- 
ical office, but if you could raise his hat 
from off his head, I venture to say you 
would: find a bee gum of congressional 
possibilities. ; 

“He has been honored time and again 
and he has honered every position he 
ever held except that when he wanted to 
sell the water works system—the most 
valuable franchise we ever had. I am op- 
posed to this charter. I am against the 
plan to give the boards control. Last 
year Lk advocated abolishing the boards, 
and I am of a similar opinion even at 
this time. There is no necessity for this 
charter.’’ 

Alderman Woodward Speaks. 

Alderman Woodward said he regretted 
that anything personal should have been 
injected into the discussion: He was in 
favor of the old charter and asserted the 
paper prepared ‘by the committee of 
forty-nine was not a revision, but merely 
a change. If the charter was to be acted 
upon, he was in favor of submitting it 
to the people for ratification. During 
the eleven years he had been identified 
with the city government, he said, the 
people’s interest had always been taken 
eare of. He declared that during the 
street railway fights he had never seen 
any evidence that anyone had been 
bought up. 

Alderman Longino Talks. 

Alderman Longino said he did not care

Joel Hurt stated he regretted fhe discus- 
sion had taken a personal turn and de- 
clared the attack on Judge Hillyer was 
both unjust and unwarranted, He said 
that in 1885 the water works was in a bad 
condition, and nearly every one was in 
favor of selling the plant. After the sub- 
ject had been investigated Judge Hillyer 
turned against the plan and had opposed 
a sale ever since. 

Captain W. D. Ellis was of the opinion 
that the work of the committe and not 
the chairman, should be attacked. 

Councilman E. C. Kontz refuted the 
idea that the committee had exceeted 
the authority felegated to it by the reso- 
lution of creation. 

Councilman Hill stated that what he 
had said was not’ inteded as a refiection 
on Judge Hillyer personally, but was 
concerning his acts as an official and 
he did not desire to be considered in the 
light of making an/unjust attack on tne 
chairman of the committee. 

Judge Hillyer Speaks. 

In presenting the revised charter of 
Atlanta to the consideration of the sen- 
ator from the thirty-fifth district and the 
representatives of Fulton county in the 
legislature. Hon, George Hillyer, chair- 
man of the charter revision committee, 
prefaced his remarks with some obser- 
vations on the inexpediency of submitting 
such a charter to popular vote. He said: 

“In considering this charter I ask you 
to remember that it has back of it the 
opinions and the judgment of the forty- 
nine men who have qualified themselves 
| for the work by earnest study and care- 
| ful deliberation. Almost every feature of 
the charter is a compromise. The whole 
charter is a net work of adjustments and 
the whole is carefully put together by 
our committee on harmony which prought 
the diverging views into a harmonious 
whole.”’ 

On the points of difference Judge Hill- 
yer followed the memorandum on this 
subject made out by himself and Mr. 
Key. 

As to two additional wards, with four 
new councilmen and two new aldermen 
and a change of the ward lines, Judge 
Hillyer said the plan for nine wards was 
the result of an agreement reached by 
the committee of forty-nine after pro 
tracted discussion, lasting through many 
weeks. The territory was visited, popula- 
tion was estimated, and the area was 
considered. As nearly as might be, popu- 
lation and area were equalized. 

The council committee consents to a 
nine ward system, provided there is at 
the @ame time an extension of the city 
limits. The charter reviston committee 
discussed the subject of extension time 
and again, and found it hedred about 
with difficulties.“The final decision against 
..e extension was the best judgment of 
fortv-nine men after hearing every phase 
of the sudject discussed from the stand- 
point of the city and from the standpoint 
of the territory over which extension wags 
proposed.’”’ 

On City Primaries. 

“‘As to city nrimaries, the charter re- 
vision committee objects to holding pri- 
maries at the same time, We all love 
the city and we love peace.

Montgomery, Ala., November 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The railroad commission toaay 
submitted its annual report to the gov- 
ernor and makes three important rpcom- 
mendations. 

It says that while it nas ample power 
to make rates it has no power to enforce 
them, and calis for power to institutes 
suits and to enforce orders by mandamus 
and injunctions, This is the old contro- 
versy over the present merely advisory 
power of the old commission, which the 
railroads have always succeeded in main- 
tPining. 

The tommission recommends that it be 
given power to regulate the erection and 
maintenance of suitable freight depots, 
its power in this matter being now con- 
fined to passenger depots. 

it also recommends legislation to limit 
or pievent the grade crossing danger. 

Many Irregularities. 

Examiner Gorman today submitted a 
report on J. O. Warren, ex-county su- 
perintendent of education of Lee. 

it charges many irreguiaritieés and cites 
numerous instances where pay rolls were 
receipted in the names of won i ver who 
never signed them or got the money. in 
this way he is charged as due the state 
$:36.12 and to teachers $10218.

Owing to the fact that no questéon of 
legality was raised by the purchasers 
of the bonds, but on the contrary they 
were sold at a good premium, the delay 
is regarded as very unfortunate.

It has been stated that Mrs. DedAr- 
mond was about to attack Mrs. Graham 
with a dangerous weapon when the liat- 
ter struck the fatal blow with an ax. 

Mrs. DeArmond was, previous to her 
first marriage, a Miss Graham. Her first 
husband fell a victim to a weapon fired 
by her own hand. ‘fhe husband was 
about to enter his home when he was 
mistaken for a burglar, and the wife fired. 
He died as a result of the shot. Frank 
DeArmond, her second husband, killed a 
man, John White, in DeArmond’s sa- 
loon in the bowery district of this city. 
DeArmond was convicted and sentenced 
to the penitentiary at Nashville. He 
served a portion of his term and was re- 
leased a few months ago on a pardon by 
Governor McMillin.

Jackson, Miss.. November 18.—Bishop 
Hugh Miller Thompson died at 5 a, m. 
today of cancer of the throat. Since his 
arrival here from New York a week ago, 
he has been sinking rapidly and had made 
all preparations for the end, which came 
peacefully and while surrounded by his 
family and friends. 

He was born in Londonderry, Ireland, 
in 1830, and came to America with his 
parents, when a child. He was admitted 
to the Episcopal ministry when 22 years 
614 and filled several prominent pulpits 
in Chicago, New York and elsewhere, He 
was appointed bishop of the diocese of 
Mississippi in 1886. Bishop Thompson 
was a profund scholar and one of the 
ablest ministers in the south. 

The funeral has been fixed for Thirs- 
day, in order that all clergymen of the 
Mississippi diocese may be present. A 
number of southern bishops will attend 
and Bishop Gailor, of Tennessec, will 
conduct the services. The body will be

The Improved Navy. 
The evolution of the United States

e of need. Hefetofore, 
ludicrously lame 
squadrons have straggled over the 
high seas with neither intelligent sys- 
tem of strategic utility nor power to 
command the respect of second-class 
nations. Our navy of a decade ago 
was hardly fit to make an indemnity 
demonstration off a Turkish port. 
But things are to be different, now 
that the improved navy is here. The 
new naval programme, besides ad- 
mirably classifying the ships.in the 
several squadrons, so that the strong- 
est and swiftest will be where most 
needed, has an admirable scheme of 
Gistribution. We shall now have a4 
sufficient naval force in every desira- 
ble quarte? of the globe, and the ar- 
rangement is such that a rapid con- 
centration upon a necessary point or 
a junction of squadrons can be read- 
ily. effected. ~« ! 

As rearranged, the squadrons wi!l 
consist of vessels of the same general 
type, the slow and fast ones not be- 
ing associated indiscriminately. The 
logic of such an arrangement is plain 
to a landlubber. The most important 
stations will have the crack ships. 
There will be eight of our best battle 


| ships in the North Atlantic squadron, 


and six in the Asiatic squadron. 
There will be a regular squadron, 
less formidable, to patrol our west- 
ern coast and keep an eye on the Ha 
waiian islands, another in the Carib- 
bean sea to watch the isthmus, and 
another in the South Atlantic to re 
mind the South Americans of the ex- 
istence of the Monroe doctrine. The 
European squadrou will consist of an 
zrmored cruiser and three protected 
cruisers. There will. be several “mos- 
quito fleets” to look after the most 
vital coast defences, two of them, con- 
sisting of fast gum boats, to be sta- 
tioned in the ilippines. The mon- 
itors will be retained for harbor duty. 
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Homeseeking West and South. 

While there is much truth in the 
oft-heard declaration that the arable 
public lands of the United States have 
all been .homesteaded, the filing of 
land claims at the western land offices 
has by no means ceased, but, on the 
contrary, has of late considerably. in- 
creased. Notwithstandimg the tenden- 
cy east and s uth to abandon the farm 
for a life in town, in the west the hun- 
ger for government land is still keen 
enough to cause thousands of immi- 
grant farmers to brave the hardships 
and privations of pioneering upon the 
arid plains, often with failure a fore- 
gone conclusion from the forbidding 
conditions of nature. 

According to the report of Commis- 
sioner Hermann, of the general land 
office, the increase in the sale of pub- 
lic lands for the fiscal year ending 
June 80 last over that of the pre- 
ceding year was close to 4,000,000 
acres, while the receipts of the land 
office for the same period were over 
$1,250,000 more than they had been in 
the preceding fiscal year. The agegre- 
gate entries on behalf of states, rail- 
roads and homesteaders were 17,614,- 
792 acres—an area greater than that 
ef a number of the states of the union 
—while 1,757,593 acres were sold out- 
right to intending settlers. The land 
grant railroads selected over 5,000,000 


domain absorbed last year, considera- 
bly more than double the area select- 
et by them the preceding year, which 
indicates that western emigration has 
taken a fresh impetus. Approximate- 
ly 100,000 farms have been added to 
the nominal agricultural resources of 
the United States for the year through 
the operations of the public land of- 
fice. It is stated that 300,000,000 
acres of surveyed public lands, and 
690,000,000 of unsurveyed lands are 
still held by the government, but as 
more than half of this vast area is ‘2 
Alaska, and much of the remainder 
in the wilds of the Rockies and upon 
the sage wrush, alkali plains between 
the Rocky and Sierra Nevada ranges, 
it is easy to see the end of the free 
land system at an. early day. The 
lands remaining are not practicable 
for homesteading without irrigation, 
with the possible exception of a few 
detached tracts ir small Indian res- 
ervations not yet opened to settle- 
ment. 

With the iermination of claim-tak- 
ing in the west, e condition now prac- 
tically reached, the tide of desirable 
agricultural emigration will be turned 
southward. For the past decade it 
would have been infinitely better for 
the home-seekers of ibe north who 
have gone west had they purchased, on 
the easy terms available, a so-called 
wornout southern farm, and reclaimed 
or rehabilit: ed it by intelligent in- 
dustry. And it would have been in- 
finately better for most of the south- 
erners who, in the same period, have 
gone west to “grow up with the coun- 
try,” had they remained on the old 
farm and applied more intelligence 
and industry to making it productive. 
The south has to offer the home-seek- 
ing farmer today the best arable lands 
at the lowest price to be obtained in 
the civilized world, with good home 
markets and accessibility to the 
greatest markets of the nation. 
It is only a matter of a_ short 
time until men alive to such opportu- 
nities will settle upon these abandon- 
ed or illy cultivated farms and make 
them blossom as the rose. 

The glamour of pioneering. in the 
west does not long survive the actual 
experience. It is pleasant, to be sure,

If the westera 
claimholder, who is compelled to re 
turn east penniless and disheartened, 
bad put one-half of the same money, 
time and labor he employed in trying 
to. make a home on the plains, in the 
reclamation of a 160-acre farm he 
might have bought for a song in the 
south, he would now find himself well- 
to-do and an independent freeholder.

north and west, and offers every 45- 
surance that worthy effort will be 
richly rewarded. The half has never 
been dreamed of her agricultural pos- 
sibilities. |

And we gravely suspect that about 
seven of that seventeen are over-esti- 
mated, for, as a good old Georgia lady 
was wont to say of reputed rich men: 
‘It ig never safe to measure a snake 
until it is dead!” Many an appraised 
niillionaire’s estate after his death has 
been found a long way within six fig- 
ures. 

It is very eertain, at any rate, that 
these clerical and otherwise pessim- 
istic people could do better for public 
opinion than to poison it with these 
extravagant charges and to inflame it 
unreasonably against the higher houss 
of our national legislature. Indeed, 
they might vastly help forward the in- 
térests of purity in‘politics by preach- 


Ing to the ‘influential people of their 


congregations that the presence of 
men in the United States senate sus- 
pected of buying their seats in that 
body is an indictment of the indiffer- 
ence of their own class to the details 
of operative politics. 

The statement that men buy their 
way into the senate involves the coop- 
erative fact that the people are them- 
selves either foolish or corrupt enough 
te elect to the state legislatures men 
who are so brutally rascally as to 
sel] the state’s noblest offices to the 
highest bidder!

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Big Tax on Liquor Dealers. 
T HE liquor dealers of the state will no 
doubt be up in arms against a proposi- 
tion to tax them heavily for shipping 
liquor into dry counties which was adopt- 
ed yésterday by the ways and means 
committee of the house. 

The amendment to the general tax act 
which proposes to do this, was offered by 
Mr, George, of M n, and was adopted 
by the cammittee a vote of 9 to 7. 
It puts a tax of $50 on each liquor dealsr 
for each county into which he ships 
liquors to consumers, If a liquor dealer 
ships liquor to private individuals or con- 
sumers in fifty counties in the state, this 
amendment would impose upon him @ 
specific tax of $2,500. It does not interfere 
nowever, with the shipment of liquors to 
Hquor dealers in other counties. A mo- 
tion was made to reconsider the amend.- 
ment, and it is probable it will come 
up for further consideration at the meet- 
ing of the committee today. 

Albert Howell appeared before the com- 
mittee in the interest of the merchants of 
Atianta to oppose the increase in the tax 
on cigarettes, and T. J, Felder appeared 
in opposition to the increase in the tax 
on bucket shops and dealers in futures. 

The only, other definite action taken by 
the committee outside of that stated was 
to reduce the tax on bucket shops from 
$2,000 as fixed Monday to $1,500, this being 
an increase of $500 over the tax last year:

AN INEBRIATE SANITARIUM. 


It Is Said Two-Thirds of the House 
and Senate Favor Such an 
Institution. 

It is stated that two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the house and senate favor the 
establishment by the state of an inebriate 

sanitarium, 

About two weeks ago Dr, Willis B. 
Parks addressed a communication to all 
the members of the house and senate 
containing the following comment, con- 
cluding with a question: 

“Those in a position to know, say that 
an inebriate sanitarium for the state of 
Georgia would be a saving in taxes, for 
the modern plan of such an institution 
self-sustaining, beside 
curing about 60 per cent of all treated, 
restoring them to loved ones and tax- 
producing citizens. 

“As a citizen of Georgia, does such an 
institution appeal to your best judg- 
ment?’ 

As a result of replies to this question 
Dr. Parks has issued a ¢ircular in which 
he says, among other things: 


“We are very glad to tell those who / 


are interested in this movement that of 
all the house and senate that answered, 
two-thirds are in favor of the state’s 


having such an institution .for the ine-‘ 


briate. This prorata is decidedly more 
than was counted on at thig time, and 
it°ts certainly .greatly’: encouraging . for 
the prospects of the bill next session. 
“Tt {s with interest that we note some 


‘marked characteristics of both house and 


senate, obtained while getting this con- 
census. of opinion in regard to the inebri- 
ate sanitarium for Georgia: 

“Only one senator answered ‘no.’ Each 
letter was marked, in parenthesis, ‘strict- 
ly confidential,’ and in many instances 
this was marked out, ‘whether the an- 
swer was yes or no, showing, evidently, 
he was a statesman and not a politician. 
A fNumber answered that they had not 
sufficiently investigated the subject, 
which, too, was a mark of honesty and 
loyal statesmanship. 

“We wouldg still be glad to hear from 
those who have not answered our query; 
there is a probabilify that many did not 
feceive the letters qn account of the ac- 
cumulation of mail, letters and papers 
on their’ desks.”’ 

Dr, Parks then proceeds to show how 
such an institution can. be made a saving 
in. taxes by taking such patients away 
from the efate sanitarium, by treating 
them in due season and restoring them 
to good citizenship. On a basis of 100 
patients he uses figures to show how they 
could be kept»and cured at 4n inebriate 
asylum at one-half the expense at pres- 
ent involved in keeping them at the state 
sanitarium.

Warm Debate on the Measure Intro- 
duced by Mr. Hall, of Bibb. 
Some Humorous Amendments 
Offered—How the House 
Members Voted. 


The house yesterday decided that it 
wanted a continuation of free passes. It 
Killed the anti-free pass bill by Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb, after a brief but pointed discus- 
sion. The vote was 6 for the bil) and’ 70 
against it, the measure lacking 20 votes 
of a congstitutiona]) majority. 

The measure came up as the special or- 
der for the day after a nuthber of unanl. 
mous consents had been disposed of. It 
provided: that no railroad, telephone, tele- 
graph, express or sleeping car company 
should issue to any official in Georgia, 
state, county or municipal, any free pass 
or franking privilege under pénalty 9f 
$1,000 fine, and that any such official ac- 
cepting any of these courtesies should be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punished as provided in section 1039 of the 


code, 

Some of the members indulged ip @ lit- 
tle fun at the expense of the bill when it 
came wp, and several humorous amend- 
ments were offered. Mr. Cann, of Chat- 
ham, proposed to amend by excepting 
everyone from the provisions of the bill 
except its author. Mr. Franklin, of 
Washinington, proposed that no mah 
should be allowed to lend his horse and 
buggy to anothef, and that no man should 
permit another to hunt or fish on his 
lands. Mr. Ennis, of Floyd, proposed to 
amend by prohibiting any judge of any 
court from taking a meal with a lawyer 
or litigant on either side of a case thas 
was being tried before him. All of these 
amendments were either veithdrawn or 
held not germane, and several others 
were killed by the house. The only 
amendment adopted was one making the 
bill apply to street railroads as well as to 
all other railroads. 

Mr. Hall Is Heard. 

When the amendment by Mr. Cann, of 
Chatham, to make the provisions of the 
bill apply only to the author, was read, 
Mr. Hall obtained the floor. 

“Some of you may be disposed to deal 
lightly with this bill,” Mr, Hall said, “‘but 
the people who elected you here are in 
earnest about it. It is one of the most 
important bills that has ever been before 
this body, and I am not ashamed to bea 
the author of’ it or to defend HK here or 
before any audience in the world. 

“Tt is not necessary: for you to apply 
this bill to the author,” Mr. Hall de- 
clared. ‘He already applies the principles 
of it to himself. 

“If you give a 5-cent cigar to a juror 
who is sitting on a’ case, it vitlates and 
throwg aside the verdict of the whole 
twelve. How much mofe will these vaiu- 


affect those who are called on to sit in 
judgment on great interests?” 

Mr. Hall presented many reasons why 
his bill should become a law. He never 
saw a man in his life, he said wnless it 
was a public official, who was not in fa- 
vor of the principles of the bill. 

“You may treat it with levity, if you 
will,” Mr. Hall said, “but sooner or later 
it is going to become a jaw. If you have 
got anything to say against it, why not 
get wp and say it on the floor of the 
house, and not hide behind these non- 
éensical amendments.”’ 

Mr. Cann withdrew his amendment at 
the close of Mr. Hall’s remarks, in the 
interest of saving time. 

Howell Urged Its Passage. 

“This bill is no light matter,’’ declared 
Mr. Howell, of Meriwether. “I believe in 
railroads; I believe we ought to treat 
them fairly and encourage them in up- 
building the state. But there comes a 
time when their aggressions come into 
conflict with the rights of the people, and 
it is our duty to be prepared to decide 
these matters that come before us fairly 
and impartially. I don’t say these free 
passes influence any member of this body 
in voting on any pfoposition, but I do 
say in the language of the Lord’s Prayer, 
-‘Lead us not into temptation.’ ” 

Mr. Howell said it was an easy matter 
im some instances to influence men, even 
by such small consideration, and so well 
recognized was this principle that no 
juror sitting on a case was permitted 
under penalty to receive any favor from 
either of the parties at interest. 

‘Does the gentleman mean to say that 
these passes influence the votes of mem- 
bers of this house?’’ asked Mr. Mulherin, 
of Richmond. 

“IT am not prepared to say that,’’ Mr. 
Howell] replied, “but I want to give the 
benefit of the doubt to my constituents.” 

“The gentleman thinks it wrong for a 
member of this body to aecept a free 
pass,”” said Mr. Cann, of Chatham. “I 
want to ask if he ever accepted a free 
pass?” 

‘Yes, I have ridden on passes,” Mr. 
Howell said, “and I want to say I have 
done a great many otber things I think 
pn wrong and that I am eincerely sorry 

or.’’ | 

Mr. Howell said the state now paid the 
members enough mileage to go home 
three times during the session, and thére 
was no good reason for their accepting 
free passes. He said it was usually im- 
possible to get a quorum on ‘Saturdays 
because the members used their passea 
to go home,” 

Opposition Is Heard. 

Mr. Miller. of Muscogee, said he was 
glad to register his vote against this bill,

Miller held that those elected by tae 
people, whether as judges of members of 
ths legislature or to. other office, were 
above being influenced by a free pass or 
a frank. 

“It’s a matter of conacience with every 
man,” Mr. Miller said. “If he thinks ‘his 
pass is liable to influence Aim in any 
way, then let him send it back. There's 
no law requiring him to accept it. This 
bill is nothing but cheap demagoguery, 
and I am against any such legislation.’’ 

Mr. Moses, of Coweta, said he spoke ag 
an admirer of the author of the bill, 

“The people of my county like him," 
Mr. Moses said, “but I’m sorry to see 
that he devotes his great powers and 
grand mind to these small things, to 
pages and doorkeepers and to free passes, 
instead of giving his intellect to the great 
and important questions before the péo- 
ple.”’ 

Mr. Moses said he had used free passes, 
“but because I did so tio railroad ever 
bought my honor,” he declared. 

“Nobody ever accused me of being: a 
friend of the judges ahd lawyers,’”’ Mr. 
Moses said, “because the ju@gos and 
lawyers put me out of congress. But f 
don’t believe, and never will believe, that 
they will barter the interests of the peo- 
ple for the few little free passes they 
May carry in their pockets.” , 

Mr. Moses said the last house passed 
the Howard franchise bill, members vot- 
ing for it with passes in their pockets, 
and yet that was as strong an anti-raii- 
road bil] as has ever been before this 
body. sabes 


Deal Wanted It Passed. 

Mr. Deal, of Bulloch, said when he 
heard the gentleman from Muscogee, Mr. 
Miller, say he was proud of an oppor- 
tunity to vote against this bill, he thought 
he was going to hear some feason why 
it should not pass; but he had been sit- 
ting near the gentleman for some time 
and had so far failed to sectire any good 
reason. ’ 

“The gentleman from’ Coweta said the 
bill interfered with the cof&venience of 
this house,” Mr. Dea} said. “In that he 
kinted ai a reason at least.” 

The mileage allowed by the state, Mr. 
Deal said, was conclusive proof that the 
members were never expected to travel 
on railroad passes. Mr. Deal made a 
strong speech in favor of the bill and 
urged its passage so as to remove all 
question of influence upon those who are 
called on to serve the public. 

Mr. Steed’s Views. 

“It is a sad commentary on the people 
of this state,’’ said Mr. Steed, of Tay- 
lor, “if it has become necessary te pass 
such @ measure to protect the integrity 
and honor of their governor, thelr judges 
and their legislators.”’ 

“The legislature should never admit by 
the passage of this bill,” Mr, Steed said, 
“that its members or. the Officials of 
this state were liable to corrupting in- 
fluence through a few free passes. There 
had not been a day during this session, 
he said, when there was not a quorum 
in the house, and the argument about no 
quorum wil} not hold, 

*“Let’s be honest about this matter,’’ 
Mr. Steed said. “If the gentlemen are 
sincere in their belief that itis necessary 
to pass such a law, let them go up to the 
clerk’s desk and empty thelr pockets of 
thelr passes and other similar privileges 
and vote because they mean it to be pro- 
hibition in deed and not merely in letter.? 

Mr. Steed said in Florida, where there 
was such a law, it was easy enough for 
certain officials to secure thousand-mile 
books for 2% or 50 cents and thus defear 
the purposes of the law, just as blind 
tigers now defeat the prohibiton law. 

“In view of your argument I want to 
ask if you would not vote to repeal the 
constitutional provision against lobby. 
ing?’’ asked Mr. Deal. 

“That is not germane to this matter,” 
Mr. Steed said. 

Mr. Hall Concludes. 

The previous question was ordered and 
Mr. Slaton, chairman of the general 
judicjary committee, gave Mr. Hall the 
concluding twenty minutes in favor of 
the bill. 

“I want to say,” Mr. Halj said, “thas I 
have frequently been attacked by pop- 
guns. But I’ve gotten so now that call- 
ing mea demagogue has no more effect 
on me than shooting straws at the hide of 
a byll rhinoceros.”’

Favors $45,000 for Tech, $22,900 
for Normal School, $10,000 for 


The state sanatorium will get an in- 
crease in its maintenance fund of $10,000 
this year if the recommendation of the 
appropriations committee of the house— 
to be embodied’ in the general appropria- 
tions bill—ig adopted by the general as- 
senybly. This was decided during a meet- 
ing of the committee yesterday after con- 
siderable d'scussion. 

The report of the committee will carry 
a maintenance fund for the institution of 
$330,000. Last year the sanatorium re- 
ceived $290,000. When the matter came 
up before the committee Mr. Howard, 
of Baldwin, moved that the appropria- 
tion be $340,000—an increase of $50,000 over 
the appropriation of last year. This was 
opposed by Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, who 
offered an amendment to the effect that 
$320,000 be appropriated. This was voted 
down. 

Then Mr. Moazes, of Coweta, offered ah 
amendment making the sum $323,009 and 
this was also iost. Mr. Slaton then 
moved that $330,000 be given to the sana- 
torlum and this was adopted. In aedvo- 
cating his amendment seeking to give the 
sanatorium $240,000, Mr. Howard made a 
forceful speech in which he declared 
that, while fully conscious of the condi- 
tion of the treasury, yet the legislature 
could not sfford not to look after the 
inmates of the state asylum. 

The committee adepted the amendment 
of Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, giving - the 
Georgia School of Technology a main- 
tenance. fund of $45,000 this year instead’ 
of $49,000, as was carried in the proposed 
general aprropriations bill. Mr. Akin. 
of Bartow, sought to cut the amount to 
$30,000, but his amendment falled t> carry. 
It was also agreed to give the Normal 
und Industrial school a maintenance fund 
of $22.900, and to make that of the Norta 
Georgia Agricultura] college $10,000 in- 
stead of $7,000, as called for in the biti. 

Unfavorable auction was taken on the 
request of Justice J. N. Bateman, of At- 
lanta, that $6,000 be set aside revive 
the “Georgia Justice,” a volume that is 
now out of print. Judge Bateman ap- 
feared before the committee to urge the 
need of having the book reprinted. 

Another meeting of the appropriations 
committee will be held this evening at 8 
o'clock and another session will bs held 
tomorrow afternoon, at which time Chalir- 
man Davis expects that the committee 
will complete its labors and be abie to 
report the general appropriation tifl to 
the house by Fiday morning.

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MITCHELL FOILS 


THREE LAWYERS 


Labor Leader Holds His Own 
on Witness Stand, 


Pressed Hard, He Displays an 
Adroitness That Causes Admira- 
tion—MacVeagh Couples the 
Name of Archbishop Ire- 
land with Anarchy. 


Scranton, Pg., November 18.—Mr. Mitch- 
ell, for the fourth successive day, occu- 
pied the witness stand during the two 
Sessions of the strike commission, and 
Was cross-examined by three attorneys 
for as many coal companies! While a 
considerable amount of information for 
the enlightenment of the commissioners 
was brought out, the day was a rather 
quiet one. compared with those which 
have preceded it. 

The arbitrators are growing restless in 
consequence of the long cross-examina- 
tion, which apparently does not bring out 
the facts as fully as the commission 
would like them presented. Several times 
during the course of the day’s session, 
Chairman Gray reminded the attorneys 
of the value of time, and suggested that 
cross-examination be limited to new fea- 
tures of these questions that already have 
been gone over. The lawyers assured the 
commission that they. too, were anxious 
to expedite matters and would do every- 
thing possible to hurry matters along 
without injuring their own cause. Mr. 
Mitchell has been on the stand since last 
Friday morning, and is showing signs of 
weariness from the Strain of four days 
of cross-examination. This far his at- 
torney, C. 8S. Darrow, and David Willcox, 
for the Delaware and Hudson; Wayne 
MacVeagh, for the Erie, and Francis I. 
Gowan, for the Lehigh Valley, and W. 
W. Ross, for the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Company, have examined 
the miners’ president. The commission- 
ers for the first time today entered into 


‘the discussion with the lawyers and the 


witness over disputed points which arose 
from time to time. 
‘MacVeagh Concludes. 

Mr. MacVeagh, who began his cross- 
examination of Mr. MitcheN on Saturday, 
concluded at 11 6’clock today. The dis- 
tinguished lawyer centerefi most of his 
energies in trying to break down the 
miners’ reasons for asking for a yearly 
agreement with the companies on hours 
of labor, wages and other conditions, 
which, if made, would be ragognition of 
the union. Mr, MacVeagh's principal aim 
throughout his questioning of Mr. Mitch- 
ell was to show that the mine workers’ 
union, because of alleged acts of intimi- 
dation, violence and the use of the boy- 
cott by its members, proved itself unfit to 
be a party to a contract. Mr. Mitchell 
would not admit, nor even assume for 
the sake of illustrating points, that a 
reign of terror existed in the anthracite 
coal fields during the last six months. 
The recognition of the union fs looked 
upon as the most important question be- 
for the commission, and it is quite evi- 
dent from the trend of the proceedings 
thus far; companiés will oppose this to 
the utmost of their ability. 

Mr. Gowan and Mr. Ross questioned Mr. 
Mitohell prine‘fially regarding conditions 
existing at the collieries of the compa- 
nies they represent. These questions 
were more or less technical. Mr. Mitch- 
éll’s answers asa fule differed very lit- 
tle from the reasons given in his prelim- 
inary, statement to the commision for 
improved conditions for the mine work- 
ets. Interest in the proceedings is not 
waning. The large crowds witich have 
neen wedged In the court room in the 
preceditig days of the hearings were in 
evidence. Neither is there a falling of 
in the attendance of the attorneys, of 
whom there are almost two score present 
at each session. 

Non-Union Men Appear. 

Before proceeding to the examination 
today, John T. Lenahan, of Wilkesbarre, 
ene of the attorneys for the non-ufion 
men, who want the commision to take 
up their case, handed to the commision 
a list of 2,000 names of non-union men 
aa his authority for appearing before the 
"rbitrators. He did not wish the com- 
mission to make the names public at this 
time, but as Chairman Gray said every- 
thing filed with the commission is public 
matter, fhe names were ‘unofficially 
handed In, afd were not given out for 
publication. He also filed a statement of 
the non-ufifon demands. 

Mr. MagVéagh read 2 statement re- 
garding the right to strike as belonging 
to the personal freedom of working men. 
He also took the view that in exercising 
that freedo those who cease to work 
must not interfere with the liberty of 
others who wish to work. 

‘We do not Want anafchy,”’ said Mr. 
Mitchéll, “‘and that is anarchy, pure and 
simple—the right of every. man to do ab- 
solutely as he pleases, regardless of its 
effect on society.”’ 

‘This is the latiguage of a very care- 
fully disguiséd anarchy,’’ Mr. MacVeagh 
remarked, ‘‘because it is the language of 
Archbishop Ireland.”’ 

“Arohbishop Ireland never expected it 
to be used in that sense. I might say 
Archbishop Ireland is a member of a 
‘committee of which I am also a member, 
which has declared for a trade union 
idea.”’ 

Answering a further question, Mr. 
Mitchel] declared that if Archbishop Ire- 
jand’s statement meant that. men have 
no right to . picket, he disagreed with 
him. Mr. Mitchell added that he did not 
know that the archbishop was regarded 
as a supreme court on trade union mat- 
ters. 

The Union and National Guard. , 

Replying to Mr. MacVeagh’s questions 
regagding union men belonging to the na- 


tional guard, Mr. Mitchell said no local | 


in his union had ever expelled a man 
from the union for belonging to the 
guard, and that no national labor union 
of any kind had ever done such a thing. 

Francis R. Gowan, representing the 
Lehigh Valley Coal Company, followed 
Mr. MacVeagh and questioned Mr. Mitch- 
ell regarding his comparison of wages 
paid in tne bituminous fields as against 
thoge paid in the anthracite. 

Mr. Mitchel] was unable to say how 
many mines are so equipped as to enable 
them to weigh coal, but he did not think 
the expense of equipping them would be 
great. Mr. Mitchell answering further 
questions by Mr. Gowan, reiterated his 
former statement that one of the princi- 
pal grievances of the men was. the 
amount of “topping’’ required on each 


For the first timve during the session 
the members of the commission then en- 
tered into a general cross-examination 
of the witnesses on points which the 
previous testimony had not brought out. 

Replying to Bishop Spalding, Mr. 
Mitchel] said that operators could form 
a coalition and stop the mining of coal 
throughout the United States. 

Commissioner Watkins thought the law: 
would prevent the operators doing that, 
by reason of their incorporation, but Mr. 
Mitchell said that they had a right to 
shut down their mines.

Judge Gray: “If you can imagine all 
men ceasing to work at once the whole 
social machine would stop.”’ 

Mr. Mitchell: ‘*Yes.’’ 

Commissioner Wright asked: ‘“‘Do you 
consider it justifiable for the employers 
in a certain district, in order to resist 
the demands of the labor union, to para- 
lize that industry, or any group of indus- 
tries?’’ 

“No, I do not think it is proper,”’ Mr. 
Mitchell replied. 

“Would the same answer be made if I 
should substitute ‘unions’ instead of ‘em- 
ployers?’ *’ 

“Tl think in either case,’’ answered Mr. 
Mitchell, ‘“‘some other avenue of adjust- 
ment than the paralyzation of the indus- 
try should be sought.’’ 

Mr. Mitchell, answering commissioners, 
said the United Mine Workers did not 
incorporate because the step was not 
recessary. An organization, to become 
financially responsible, he said, must have 
a large fund, and this the working people 
did not have. He said that employers 
who object to treating or contracting 
with the union because it is not incor- 
porated would oppose treating with it, 
anyhow. 

Commissioner Wright asked Mr. Mitch- 
ell what he meant by recognition, and 
the witness replied: 

“It means that the employers” shall 
make agreements regulating hours of Ia- 
bor, wages, etc., with the union, and 
that the union, as such, would be held 
responsible for a rigid compliance with 
those agreements.’’ 

The -cross-examination was next taker 
up by W. W. Ross, of New York, coun- 
sel for the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, who examined Mr. Mitchell at 
great length on bituminous mining in 
and about Spring Valley, Ills., where Mr. 
Mitchell dug coal for a dozen years. 

Mr. Ross passed to the hours worked 
by miners, and in the course of a long 
line of questions Mr. Mitchell said that 
on the days the breakers are worked 
ten hours the miners are in the mines 
seven, é¢ight and nine hours. The attor- 
ney then took up the question of in- 
crease in wages and the witness stood 
by the reasons given in his preliminary 
statement of the miners’ case to the com- 
mission. 

The commission adjourned.

ATLANTA COMPANY IN COURT. 


Case Against Building and Loan As- 
sociation at Ashe- 
ville, N. OC. 


Asheville, N. C., November 18.—i(Spe- 
cial.)\—A very important case, that of Bot- 
tom v. the Atlanta Building and Loan 
Association, was taken up in this city 
today before Hon. Clement Manley, stand- 
ing master. The case is in the nature of 
a petition brought by T. J. Stanford, 
receiver for the loan and trust company, 
against the borrowing shareholders in 
North Carolina, the object being to fore- 
close the mortgages. 

The defendants claim that the North 
Carolina laws should prevail with refer- 
ence to the affairs of the company, and 
that the mortgages under this law are 
usurious, while the receiver contends fhat 
the Georgia laws prevail. 

It was decided that the evidence in the 
case should be taken during the present 
term of the federal court in Charlotte.
